Claim 15 (currently amended): A pharmaceutical composition for the treatment of obesity, 
and insulin resistance or diabetes comprising [[:]] a pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier and a 
therapeutically effective amount of a compound which inhibits or modu l at e s PPARS(p) activity.

Claim 18 (new): A pharmaceutical composition for the treatment of obesity and insulin 
resistance comprising a therapeutically effective amount of a compound which inhibits PPAR5(P) 
activity and an antidiabetic agent. 

Claim 19 (new): A pharmaceutical composition for the treatment of obesity and 
dyslipidemia comprising a therapeutically effective amount of a compound that inhibits PPAR5(P) 
activity and a lipid lowering agent. 

Claim 20 (new): A method for identifying compounds for treating obesity comprising the 
step of determining whether the compound inhibits PPAR5(P). 
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
